SAMOGITIAN 
FAIR  MONEY 
UPDATE 

More  information  has  been 
received  about  the  Samogitian  Fair 
Money  notes,  featured  in  the  Septem- 
ber-October  1990  issue  of  The  Knight. 

Upon  the  initiative  of  Casimir 
Alminas  (a  musician),  Joseph  Pabreza, 
and  other  patriots,  the  Samogitian 
Cultural  Society  and  Riding  School 
of  Siauliai  was  established.  On  Decem- 
ber 2,  1989,  a grand  opening  festival 
was  held,  in  which  groups  participated 
from  towns  such  as  Akmene,  Luoke, 
Palanga,  Telsiai,  and  other  communi- 
ties in  the  Samogitian  region  of  Lith- 
uania. The  fair  featured  ethnic 
dancers,  songs,  foods,  and  various 
other  popular  art  products. 


For  the  occasion,  the  Siauliai 
Titnagas  Publishing  Hcuse  printed 
2,000  sets  of  the  Samogitian  Fair 
Money  notes.  The  signatures  found  on 
them  are  those  of  the  Fair's  organi- 
zers. 

The  currency  was  not  just  a 
clever  trick  of  the  Samogitians,  but  a

I was  recently  given  the  opportunity  to  examine  and 
make  purchases  from  an  accumulation  of  Lithuanian  comm- 
unity tokens  from  Pennsylvania.  Most  of  the  collection  con- 
sisted of  the  Philadelphia  types  that  I have  already  written 
about  in  The  Knight  Volume  9,  No.  5 and  Volume  10,  No. 
3.  However,  the  collection  did  contain  four  new  tokens  from 
Philadelphia,  as  well  as  a token  from  Mt.  Carmel,  PA,  a town 
in  Northumberland  County,  in  east  central  Pennsylvania. 


The  first  of  the  new  tokens  has  the  same  design  as  the 
token  in  the  earlier  of  my  two  articles  issued  by  the  Lith- 
uanian American  Citizen's  club.  This  token,  however,  is  larger, 
measuring  24  millimeters,  and  is  struck  in  aluminum  rather 
than  brass. 

The  seccnd  new  type  is  also  struck  in  aluminum  and  also 
measures  24  mm.  The  obverse  bears  the  inscription  "LITH- 
UANIAN AMERICAN  REPUBLICAN  LEAGUE."  The  reverse 
bears  only  a large,  decorative  "5."  For  my  attribution  of 
this  piece  to  Philadelphia  I am  dependant  on  the  expertise 
of  the  previous  owner.  This  is  also  true  of  the  identification 
of  the  next  two  pieces. 

The  third  piece  is  also  a Republican  club  piece,  from 
the  Lithuanian  Republican  Club  of  Philadelphia.  Its  uniface 
design  consists  of  the  letters  L.R.C.  struck  incuse.  This  piece 
is  brass  and  measures  24  mm. 

The  fourth  piece  is  similar  in  design,  with  the  letters 
LKD  struck  incuse.  This  piece  is  also  uniface.  This  piece 
measures  22  mm.  and  is  also  struck  in  brass.  This  token  was 
identified  by  its  previous  owner  only  as  from  a Lithuanian 
club  from  Philadelphia,  but  without  the  club's  name.  Perhaps

The  D of  this  club's  title  indi- 
cates that  this  club  was  a 
Democratic  Party  club.  If  this 
is  the  case,  than  this  is  the  first 
known  Democratic  Lithuanian 
token  known  to  us. 

The  last  of  my  new  tokens 
is  "struck"  (or  actually  printed) 
with  black  ink  in  white  plastic. 
The  shape  of  the  piece  consists 
of  eight  lobes,  with  a maximum 
diameter  of  23  mm.  The  obverse 
reads  LITHUANIAN  CLUB  MT. 
CARMEL  PA.  The  reverse  reads 
GOOD  FOR  IOC  IN  TRADE.

ST.  GEORGE'S  CHURCH  CLOSES 

At  age  98,  the  oldest  Lithuanian  church  in  the  midwest  was  closed  in  June  by 
a decision  of  the  Archidiocese  of  Chicago.  The  Family  of  St.  George's  Church, 
founded  in  1892,  was  closed  after  Lithuanian  mass  was  said  on  Sunday,  June  2A, 
1990.  St.  George's  issued  a Lithuanian  lodge  token,  and  we  reproduce  its  descri- 
ption here,  from  the  article,  "Lithuanian-American  Lodge  Tokens  of  Chicago"  by 
Frank  Passic.  The  Numismatist,  May  1981,  pp.  1181,  1183. 

1.  SOCIETY  OF  SAINT  GEORGE  THE  KNIGHT 

Aluminum,  26  mm.  . . - 

Obverse  inscription:  DR-TE  SZV.  IURGIO  R.  ir  K.  CHICAGO,  ILL.  with  a dotted  line  border. 
Full  meaning:  Draugist£  Szvento. Jurgio  Riterio  ir  Kankinio. 

Translation:  Society  of  SaiTit  George  the  Knight  and  Martyr. 

Reverse:  A large  cypher  5 in  the  center,  encircled  by  16  five  pointed  stars. 

In  1881  several  Lithuanian  families  settled  in  the  area  around  Noble  Street  and  attended  the 
nearby  Polish  churches.  Wishing  to  establish  their  own  independent  Lithuanian  language 
society,  the  Society  of  St.  George  the  Knight  was  founded  in  1884  as  the  first  Lithuanian 
organization  in  Chicago.  However,  several  of  its  members  moved  elsewhere,  and  the  group 
disbanded. 

In  March  of  1891  the  society  was  revived,  and  in  1892  the  first  Lithuanian  Roman  Catholic 

church  in  Chicago  was  built  at  the  comer  of  Auburn  (now  Lituanica)  Avenue,  at  33rd  Street. 
The  first  parish  priest  was  Father  Valentinas  Ci2auskas,  who  raised  funds  for  the  structure.  The 
wooden  church  was  erected  in  1892  under  the  direction  of  Father  Jurgis  Kolesinskis.

FEATURE  OF  THE  MONTH,  by  Frank  Passic,  Albion,  Michigan. 
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1989  CATHEDRAL  OF  VILNIUS  MEDAL  HONORING  ARCHBISHOP  JURGIS  MATULAITIS 


Over  the  past  two  years  there  have 
been  numerous  medals  minted  right  in 
Lithuania,  as  the  Lithuanian  Independence 
Movement  surged  into  prominence.  In 
this  and  future  issues  of  The  Knight  we 
will  be  featuring  these,  as  a "new  era" 
in  Lithuanian  numismatics  is  upon  us. 

This  month  we  are  featuring  the 
silver  proof  50  mm.  diameter  medal 
honoring  Archbishop  George  Matulaitis, 
and  the  return  of  the  Cathedral  of  Vilnius 
to  the  Catholic  Church  in  Lithuania. 

This  artist  who  made  this  medal  is 
Petras  Garska,  a noted  present-day  Lith- 
uanian artist,  whose  Lithuanian  coin 
designs  for  the  new  money  were  featured 
earlier  this  year  in  The  Knight. 

The  obverse  features  a bust  of 
Matulaitis  (1871-1927),  who  served  as  resi- 
dent bishop  of  Vilnius,  who  stood  for 
justice  and  equality  in  the  face  of  the 
Polish  occupation  of  Vilnius  beginning  in 
1920.  According  to  the  Encyclopedia 
Lituania,  (p.  489),  "Polish  chauvinists,  lay 
and  clerical,  refused  to  accept  his  stand, 
and  attacked  Matulaitis  as  a Lithuanian; 
they  had  no  other  basis  because  of  his 
exalted  person  and  his  religious  activities." 
Matulaitis  resigned  his  position  in  1925, 
and  later  that  same  year  was  named 
apostolic  visitor  to  Lithuania.  He  estab- 
lished five  dioceses  in  Lithuanian  terri- 
tory, except  in  Vilnius  which  the  Holy 
See  had  recognized  as  being  annexed  to 
Poland. 

Matulaitis  also  visited  the  United 
States  in  the  summer  of  1926  during  the 
occasion  of  the  28th  International  Eucha- 
ristic Congress,  and  visited  numerous  Lith- 
uanian parishes.  He  died  on  January  20, 
1927. 

The  inscription  on  the  obverse  of  the 
medal  reads,  "PALAIMINTASIS  VYSKUPAS 
JURGIS  MATULAITIS,"  meaning,  "In  Honor 
of  Archbishop  George  Matulaitis."  Just 
under  the  ear  are  the  initials  "PG"  for  the 
artist,  Petras  Garska. 

On  the  reverse  side  is  the  church  and 
landmark,  the  Cathedral  of  Vilnius,  with 
the  inscription  below,  "VILNIAUS  ARKI- 
KATEDRA  BAZILIKA  1387-1949"  meaning 
"Cathedral  of  Vilnius  Basilica,  1387-1949." 
It  was  in  1949  that  the  communists  closed 
the  church,  turning  it  into  an  art  gallery. 


Cathedral  Square,  of  course,  was  the  site  of  massive 
demonstrations  for  Lithuanian  independence  in  early  1990, 
seen  by  television  viewers  around  the  world.  The  Cathe- 
dral was  returned  to  the  church  in  early  1988,  and  Lith- 
uanian services  are  now  being  held  for  the  first  time 
since  1949. 

On  the  rim/edge  of  this  medal  has  been  engraved, 
"SIDE  GRAZINTA  TIKINTIESIEMS  1989  .11.5,"  meaning, 
"Returned  to  the  Faithful  February  5,  1989." 

The  Balzekas  Museum  of  Lithuanian  Culture  was  able 
to  obtain  several  of  these  medals,  see  their  advertisement 
on  page  10  if  interested. 

We  are  all  thrilled  at  the  issuance  of  medals  from 
Lithuania  itself,  as  the  Lithuanian  nation  reasserts  itself 
in  its  drive  towards  independence.

THE  LITAS  IS  RETURNING

It  is  true  that  everything  which 
appears  to  us  to  be  new  and  just  invented 
is  really  an  old  item  but  a forgotten 
or  a reinvented  item.  It  is  also  true  that 
today  it  is  much  more  important  to 
return  to  something  which  we  have  lost, 
with  which  we  have  become  accustomed 
, to  which  we  were  happy  and  warmed 
up  through  the  ages.  It  is  difficult  to 
return  to  Lithuania  an  independent 
nation;  what  troubles  us  is  that  it 
might  be  worse.  Today  it  may  be  so,  but 
there  is  hop  that  it  will  improve  tomor- 
row. Such  a spark  of  hope — and  the 
Ministry  of  Culture  and  the  Bank  of 
Lithuania  advertised  a plan  to  print 
money,  whose  first  results  were  decided 
in  the  not-too-distant-past. 

On  that  occasion  it  is  well  to 
remember  that  all  Lithuania's  banknotes 
have  been  printed  abroad — in  Germany, 
Czechoslovakia  and  England,  while  the 
1936  and  1938  coin  issues  were  struck 

in  Kaunas,  at  the  Spindulys  money  mint. 
At  that  time  the  project  for  money 

in  circulation  was  created  by  the  well- 
known  artists:  A.  Varnas,  A.  Galdikas, 
A.  Zmuidzinavicius  and  V.  Jomantas. 
And  the  models  for  the  coins — sculptor  J. 
Zikaras.  It  is  pleasant  that  finally,  the 
Lithuanian  emblem  [Vytis]  as  created 
by  this  artist  [Zikaras]  was  finally 

accepted. 

Undoubtedly,  it  is  important  to 
everyone  to  know  whose  picture  we  will 
see  of  the  illustrious  Lithuanian  cultureal 
historical,  or  political  personalities,  who 
is  most  worthy  of  such  honor.  Grand 

Dukes!  But  their  authentic  portraits  with

the  possible  exception  of  Vy- 
tautas,  have  not  remained,  or  their 
several  specimens  create  alot  of 
doubt.  The  glances  of  specialists  at 
the  Institute  of  History  to  which  was 
granted  the  right  to  submit  recommen- 
dations, turned  to  the  end  of  the  19th 
and  20th  century,  the  beginning  of  the 
period  of  Lithuania's  national  rebirth, 
in  such  personalities  a S.  Daukantas, 
J.  Basanavicius,  V.  Kurdirka,  Marionis, 
and  J.  Jablonskis.  The  ill-fated  exploit 
of  Darius  and  Girenas  ties  us  to  the 
emmigrants,  as  a symbol  of  these  ties. 

Suggestions  and  proposals  as  to 
what  the  new  currency  would  look  like 
promted  the  Commission  to  make  many. 

The  Commission  cancelled  the 
three  and  fifteen  cent  pieces,  and 
certian  items  in  the  Litas  Currency 
category,  since  they  appear  very  seldom 
in  universal  practice.  The  formation  of 
The  Litas  will  be  a trifle  loinger  since 
we  see  none  in  practice,  up  to  the 
universal  standard.  And  one  necessary 
requirement:  all  monies  must  be  united 
with  a stylistic  feature  even  though 
they  must  be  separated  one  from 
another,  must  be  well  recognized  in  the 
twilight,  or  by  those  with  weak  sight. 

The  results  of  the  initial  contest 
[Held  February  9,  1990  in  Vilnius] 

are:  the  second  prize  of  700  rubles 
went  to  Alvydas  Mandeika,  a first-year 
student  at  the  Art  Academy;  Louis 
Pocius  (The  Litas  project),  and  Peter 
Garska  (The  Centas  project).  Three 
third  prizes  of  600  rubles  were  awarded 
to  the  brothers  Aiscius  and  Naglius 
Baltusnikas  (The  Litas  project).  Anthony 
Zukauskas  and  Jolanta  Balkeviscius 
(The  Centas  project)  also  received 
3rd  place  awards.  Artists  Association 
member  R.  Miknevicius  was  authorized 
by  the  winning  authors  and  other  artists 
to  form  a cultural  group  to  prepare 
projects  for  the  finished  money  designs. 

And  since  the  first  place  had  not 
been  selected,  this  factor  decreased 
somewhat  an  important  project.  But 
everyone  should  value  the  national 
currency  and  we  must  show  everyone 
what  our  fledgling  artists  can  do.  Alas, 
as  the  Cultural  Ministry  announced,  only 
14  artists  participated  in  the  contest,

NUMISMATIC 

BILONINES  MONETOS/Billon  Coins.  Such  coins  that  are  struck  from  bars  having  less  than  50°/  precious  metal  content. 

B IME T A LI ZMAS /Bi-Metal ism.  During  the  18th  and  19th  centuries,  the  fiscal  system  in  use  was  based  upon  two  precious 
metals:  gold  and  silver.  This  system  regulated  by  government  edict  the  relationship  of  coins  struck  in  fully  valued 
gold  and  silver. 

BIUSTAS/Bust.  The  upper  part  of  a person's  body,  including  the  head,  neck,  and  more  or  less  of  the  shoulders  and 
breast.  The  upper  part  of  the  body  of  a body,  a statue,  or  a sculptured  figure  (on  coins,  generally  in  profile).  See 
also  Jungtinis  biustas/Joint  busts. 

BIZANTINAS/Bizantinus.  (French:  besant;  Latin,  Byzantius  Nummus)  At  the  beginning  of  the  4th  century  of  our  era,  a 
gold  coin  known  as  the  solidus  (See:  solidus)  was  introduced  by  the  Romans.  It  was  first  struck  by  the  Roman-Byzantine 
Emperor  Constantine  I,  and  weighed  4.55  gr.  It  was  long  maintained  by  this  small  gold  coin  spread  far  and  wide  through 
all  Europe  and  continued  in  use  until  the  end  of  the  Byzantine  empire  (15th  century).  Through  trade  routes  it  also 
reached  Lithuania. 


DICTIONARY 


"BLAKES"/Bugs.  Small  copper  (red)  coins  of  the  18th  century  saxons. 
BOLIVAR.  The  Venezuelan  silver  coin  of  100  centimes. 


BOLIVIANO.  The  Bolivian  money  unit  of  100  centavos. 

BORATINI,  Titus  Livius.  An  Italian , living  in  Poland  from  1641,  and  rising  to  be  a consultant  financier  to  the 
King.  The  most  reputed  organizer  and  maintained  of  the  Polish— Lithuanian  Republic's  coin  mints.  He  is  especially  widely 
known  by  his  planned  and  widely  distributed  copper  struck  schillings  (See:  "Baratinka"). 

BRAKTEATAI/Bracteates.  (From  the  Latin  bractea,  a flan  with  a stamped  impression). A paper-thin  silver  coin,  struck 
with  one  stamp,  the  flan  having  been  put  on  a soft  salver,  figures  and  inscriptions  appearing  from  the  stamp's  blow 
would  appear  on  one  side  of  the  coin  in  relief,  on  the  other  side,  incused,  or  the  other  way  around,  depending  on  how 
the  stamp  was  prepared.  Bracteates  first  appeared  among  the  Germans  in  the  first  part  of  the  12th  century.  With  time,

they  bcame  widely  diffused  throughout  Europe.  Later,  soon  in  some  places  and  later  in  others,  they  were  supplanted  with 
better  coins.  However,  they  remained  current  in  Germany  for  about  600  years  (production  of  bracteates  finally  stopped  in 
the  18th  century).  Sources  of  the  12th  to  lAth  centuries  cite  bracteates,  just  as  normal  coins,  were  known  as  denars 
and  pfennings.  Later  other  designations  were  given  them:  in  Latin,  denarii  concavi,  in  German,  "hole  pfennings,"  Hoh- 
lphennigs,  Hohlmuenzen,  Blechmuenzen,  Schusselmuenzen.  The  following  are  considered  the  olders  bracteates:  the  Arch- 
bishop Adalbert  II  (1138-llAl)  on  Mainze,  Duke  Abbot  Henrich  I (1127-1155),  Ouedlinburg  Abess  Beatrice  (1138-1160).  What 
value  such  "coins"  had  in  circulation  one  can  easily  imagine:  small  or  large,  they  bent  even  in  the  fingers  of  a child. 
A 50  mm.  diameter  bracteate  weighed  barely  0.9  gr.  There  were  a few,  though  not  many,  gold  bracteates,  andin  the  17th- 
18th  century  turn,  even  some  copper  specimens  appeared  (for  example,  Erfurte,  Hanover).  Though  the  majority  of  brac- 
teates bore  some  figure  or  inscription,  part  of  them  came  out  anonymous  in  this  respect)  recognized  and  accepted  in 
their  day  only  from  the  figures  struck  on  them).  The  origin  of  bracteates  wasinfluenced  by  steady  impoverishement  and 
•inferiority  of  coins,  and  the  appearance  of  Scandanavian  luxury  "bracteates,"  metal  (of  gold,  silver  or  copper)  plan- 
chets  with  incused  figures  and  inscriptions,  developed  there  in  the  A-6th  centuries,  and  prior  to  the  issuance  of  coin 
bracteates,  arriving  in  North  Germany  and  there  taking  root.  (See:  Pusiau-brakteatai/Half-bracteates.). 

BRANGENYBES/Valuables.  Valuable  items,  gems,  precious  metals  in  nature,  creations,  coins,  official  insignia,  de-= 
corations  of  honor  and  personal  adornments,  ornamented  with  finest  stones.  In  numismatics,  beautiful  coins  andother 
numismatic  items,  produced  without  any  imperfections  and  kept  with  no  damage. 

BRENNER,  Viktoras  Dovydas/Victor  David  Brenner  (1871-192A).  A famous  American  sculptor  and  medallist,  creator  of 
many  highly  esteemed  designs  in  the  plastic  mode,  but  most  widely  know  for  the  bust  of  President  Abraham  Lincoln,  struck 
on  the  U coin  since  1909.  Brenner  was  born  in  Lithuania  in  the  city  of  Siauliai.  He  came  to  America  in  1890.  Studied 
in  the  U.S.A.  and  in  Paris  at  its  special  Academy.  Settled  in  New  York  where  he  worked,  created,  and  died. 

BRITANNIA.  Symbol  of  Great  Britain.  A graceful  woman  figure,  seated  or  standing  with  a warrior's  helmet  on  her 
head,  one  hand  holding  a trident,  the  other  resting  on  a national  shield.  She  is  created  closely  modeled  on  the  goddest 
Roma  (See:  Roma)  featured  on  Roman  coins.  The  idea  itself  most  probably  rose  from  coins  struck  in  the  age  of  Hadrian, 
and  Antonius  Pius  of  the  second  century, on  which  a similar  figure  is  seated,  surrounded  by  the  inscription  "BRITTANIA." 
And  those  coins  were  designed  by  the  Romans  to  celebrate  their  incursions  and  deeds  accomplished  in  Britain.  However, 
Britainnia  does  not  appear  on  British  (English)  coins  for  the  first  time  until  the  time  of  Charles  II  (in  the  second 
half  of  the  17th  century).

BRITU  DOLERIS/British  Dollar.  A silver  coin  of  Great  Britain,  first  struck  in  1895.  It  was  designed  for  reasons 
of  tradein  the  far  east.  It  can  be  recognized  by  the  value  of  Britannia,  struck  on  the  obverse  side.  The  legend  showing 
value  "One  Dollar"  appears  in  three  languages:  English,  Chinese,  and  Malay.  In  was  struck  mostly  in  the  Bombay  Coin  Mint 
, oftentimes  in  Calcutta,  and  from  1925  on,  in  London.

while  only  the  graphic  artists  in  the 
society  numbered  219  this  year.  Obvi- 
ously, not  everyone  could  or  would  drop 
their  work.  There  may  be  those  who 
were  dissatisfied  with  the  prize  money... 
whatever  is  the  case,  our  foremost 
graphic  artists  did  not  show  much 
interest  in  the  money  angle,  and  as 
a result,  lost  a real  opportunity  to 
come  into  Lithuania's  history! 

It  is  finally  deserving  of  mention 
that  the  Litas  was  introduced  only 
after  four  years  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  in  1918.  But  when  these 
two  individuals  meet — The  litas  and 
Lithuania!  I believe  we  will  not  have  to 
wait  long.

The  Lithuanian  Statue  of  Free- 
dom, now  placed  back  on  a 
restored  monument  in  Kaunas, 
is  shown  on  the  reverse  side.
